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DETAILED ACTION 



Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the amendment filed 7 July 2003. Claims 
1-20 are pending. 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Goyal et al. (5,873,108) in view of Kayabu et al. (6,026,333). 

(A) Claims 1-20 have not been amended and are rejected for the same reasons 
given in the previous Office Action (paper number 2), and incorporated herein. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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Response to Arguments 



4. Applicant's arguments filed 7/7/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's arguments will be addressed herein below in the order in which 
they appear in the response filed 7/7/03. 

(A) At page 3 of the 7/7/03 response, Applicant argues that "Goyal taken in 
combination with Kayabu fail to teach or render obvious 'setting a default data category 
based upon the time of day and the time of day profile" in reference to claims 1-20. In 
response, the Examiner respectfully notes that the cited reference was never applied 
as a reference under 35 U.S.C. 102 against claims 1-20. As such, the Examiner 
respectfully submits that the issue at hand is not whether the applied prior art 
specifically teaches the claimed features, perse, but rather, whether or not the prior art, 
when taken in combination with the knowledge of average skill in the art , would put the 
artisan in possession of these features. Regarding this issue, it is well established that 
references are evaluated by what they suggest to one versed in the art, rather than by 
their specific disclosures, In re Bozek, 163 USPQ 545 (CCPA 1969). The issue of 
obviousness is not determined by what the references expressly state but by what they 
would reasonably suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art, as supported by decisions 
in In re DeLisle 406 Fed 1326, 160 USPQ 806; In re Kell, Terry and Davies 208 USPQ 
871; and In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 1074, 5 USPQ 2d 1596, 1598 (Fed. Cir. 1988) 
(citing In re Lalu, 747 F.2d 703, 705, 223 USPQ 1257, 1258 (Fed. Cir. 1988)). Further, 
it was determined in In re Lamberti et a/, 192 USPQ 278 (CCPA) that: 
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(i) obviousness does not require absolute predictability; 

(ii) non-preferred embodiments of prior art must also be considered; and 

(iii) the question is not express teaching of references, but what they would 
suggest. 

According to In re Jacoby, 135 USPQ 317 (CCPA 1962), the skilled artisan is 
presumed to know something more about the art than only what is disclosed in the 
applied references. In In re Bode, 193 USPQ 12 (CCPA 1977), every reference relies 
to some extent on knowledge of persons skilled in the art to complement that which is 
disclosed therein. 

According to Ex parte Berins, 168 USPQ 374 (Bd. Appeals), there is no statutory 
limitation as to the number of references that may be used to demonstrate 
obviousness.. .not what references expressly state but what they would reasonably 
suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. In In re Conrad, 169 USPQ 170 (CCPA), 
obviousness is not based on express suggestion, but what references taken collectively 
would suggest. 

In the instant case, the Examiner respectfully submits that the Applicant has 
misinterpreted the Examiner's position regarding the Goyal reference. The Examiner 
never suggested the tags of Goyal as being the default data category. The Examiner 
interpreted the "current day" of Goyal as the default data category (Goyal; col. 8, lines 
31-46, col. 1 1 , lines 21-31 , and figure 3). Goyal stores data entered in the "current day" 
data category by default. As such the Examiner interpreted this data category as the 
default data category. The Examiner also maintains that this default data category is 
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set based upon the time of day and the time of day profile. The default data category 
i.e., the "current day") is clearly set based upon the time of day. In addition, Koyabu, as 
shown in the previous Office Action and incorporated herein, teaches a time of day 
profile that correlates data categories (reads on "default data category") with date and 
time information (reads on "time of day information"). As such the combined system of 
Goyal and Koyabu collectively teach "setting a default data category based upon the 
time of day and the time of day profile." 

(B) At page 6 of the 7/7/03 response, Applicant argues that neither Goyal or Kayabu 
teach "hiding data categorized in any other category" in reference to claims 4 and 1 1 . 
In response, the Examiner respectfully submits that as shown above in the response to 
the first argument, the combined system of Goyal and Koyabu collectively do teach 
"setting a default data category based upon the time of day and the time of day profile." 
Further the combined system of Goyal and Koyabu collectively do teach, "hiding data 
categorized in any other category" as discussed in the previous Office Action (paper 
NO. 2), namely, Goyal teaches displaying only data categorized in the default category 
and hiding information categorized in any other category (Goyal; figure 3 and col. 11, 
lines 21-25).

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
